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OUR Excelleney's on the firſt Inſtant came to my Hands, 
and has met with the Reſpects due to your Illuſtrious Cha- 
racer. The Anſwer to it ſhould indeed have reach'd you 
ſooner, but what, through the Neceflity I was under of 
Teviſing a Journal that was written off Hand, and the Deſire I had of 


giving your Excellency all imaginable Satisfaction in every Particular 


you are Inquiſitive about, oblig'd me to take up more Time than a 
juſt Deference to your Commands would have otherwiſe permitted me! 


But, not to make uſe of Prolixity to a Perſon, whoſe very Moments of 


Retirement are laid out for the Publick Service, I ſhall beg the Favour, 
without any farther Apology, to break into my intended Journal, 
which I ſhall begin with the Councils of War held at Turin for opening 
the Campaign, and the Reſult of them, which will lead you into the 
Particulars of our late Unſucoeſsful Expedition. . bee 
His Royal Highneſs had no ſooner heard, by a Couriesſrom Man, 
that Prince Eugene had Orders from Vienna, to make a Detachment of 
15000 Men for Naples, but orderd his Council to be fummon'd, at 
which aſſiſted the Foreign Minifters, and where the Duke declar'd his 
Diſſatisfa#ion, with the Reſolutions of the Imperial Court, as tending to weaken 
an Army that would otherwiſe be victoriom in all Human Probability, andwould 
touch France in the moſt ſenſible Part, ſhould it pay her a Viſit in her own Terri- 
tories. This was ſeconded by his Royal Highneſſes firſt Miniſter of 
State, the Marquiſs of St. Thomas, who repreſented, That the Kingdom 
of Naples muſt fall of courſe into the Imperialiſts Hands, ſhould the Confederate 
Forces meet with Succeſs in Dauphiny, or any other Contiguous Province; and 
that ſuch an Expedition requir d a very numerous Army, which would of Courſe 


weaken thoſe of the two Crowns by Detachments from Spain and Flanders, and 


put a Stop to the Ravages Marſhal Villars made in the Circles of the Empire; 
which would enable the Confederacy to be Vittorious in other Parts, though his 
Royal Highneſſes Arms ſhould meet with any Stop (which he could not fore» 
ſee) to their farther Progreſs ;' and that his Affection to the Common Cauſe, 


which his Maſter was {0 glorious a Defender of, oblig d him to move, that a 


Courier ſhould be ſent to his Royal Highneſſes Envoy at Veinna forthwith, to 
remonſtrate to the Imperial Court, the Neceſſity there was for that intended De- 
tachment deſign'd for Naples to join his Grand Army, that his Royal High 
meſſes, and the Troops of his Allies might be enabled to proſecute their Deſigns in 

ab a manner, as ſluould eſfectually defeat thoſe of the Common Enemy. The 
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3 Poreign Miniſters were all of the ſame Opinion with the Duke of S. 
| wo and his. Council, except the King of Spain's Envoy. Extraordinary, 
who not only oppos d the Reſolutions that were taken againſt the 
March of the Imperialiſts into Naples, but infifted ſtrenuouſly, that other 
Detachments ought to be made from the Grand Army to ſupport his Maſters juſt 
Pretenſions to the Poſſeſſion of that Kingdom. But Matters were ſo fully car- 
ried againſt him, that Inſtructions were drawn up for e 
Characters at the Court of Vienna, to make ſuch Reprelentations to his 
Imperial Majeſty, as were agreeable to the Conſultations held at Turin, 
and Couriers were diſpatch'd, with Orders to wait upon Prince Eugene 
at Milan, with his Royal Highneſſes Deſires, that he would gien lim 
his Preſence, and thoſe of his General Officers, at a Grand Council of 
War to be held at a Time prefix d. Prince Eugene came accor- ©o 
dingly with his Imperial Majeſty's laſt Orders for the March of the 
beſfore- mention d Detachment ; for the Council at Vienna were fo ear- 
neſt for the Reduction of Naples, that neither the Solicitations of her 
Britanaick Majeſty's Miniſters, the Earl of Mancheſter and Sir Philip

KRecbteren, his Royal Highneſſes and the Duteb Envoys, had any manner

Vet, notwithſtanding theſe Proceedings at Vienna, might have made 
ſuch Impreſſions upon the Councils at Turin, as might have turn d to 
the Diſad vantage oſ the Confederacy; His Royal Highneſs, to ſhew his 
Ardent Affection for the Common Good, and the Deſire he had to re- 
duce France to ics juſt Bounds, inſiſted upon acting Offenfively with- 
1 out the Negpolitan Detachment, and penetrating into the Enemies 
1 Country, without any farther Delay.

was attended with this Conſequence, that the Town of Grace ſent De- 
puties with a Preſent of 12000 Crowns, and a great quantity of Provi- 
fions ; when they refusd Monſ. de Sailli the Loan of 1000, which he 
would have borrow'd of them for the Service of Fance. The Town of 
Vence alſo waited upon his Royal Hiphneſs by its Repreſentatives, . with 
a Sum of Money, and a Preſent of Refreſhmetits. But tho* the Troops 
in his Royal Highnefs's Pay kept an exact Diſcipline, I cannot but with 
Concern and Regret, give Dur Excelleney to underſtand, That the Auxi- 
liaries acted quite otherwiſe. The Reaſon for this is alledg'd, That the 
Troops of Savoy teceiv'd their Pay every five Days, and the Germans were 
continu'd in Arrears, Tho no Inducements, in my Opinion, ſhould-. 
have been of force enough to make them deviate from thoſe Sentiments 
of Gentleneſs and Humanity that his Royal Highneſs was agitated .-by, 
|| Io far as to plunder Houſes, and maſſacre People, and act like Mad- 
| men and Incendiaries. Theſe Violences made his Royal Highneſs ſend.-

Bs 
The 18th the Army broke up at Midnight, but that March was ſo 
long and toilſom, that it was late in the Evening, before half the Foot 
came to the Camp appointed near Frejus; and the other half in ſeveral 
Dr ind. us in the Night; but they were very much fatigued, 
1 ring hardly, ound any Water by the Way; and ſome Men dropt in 
the Road, choak d with the extream Heat and Thirſt. It was judg d 
-unſafe by the Council of War, to let the Troops halt that Day in the 
Hills and narrow Ways, where the Enemy might with eaſe 9 
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and had only poſted ſome Fer hatg;an there, to obſerve our Mo- 
tions. Hereupon, the Count de Beaufyrt was ſent forward with fifty 
Horſe, to get farther News of the Enemy; and Baron 'Falkenſtein to ſee

The 19th we reſted near Fejus, from whencce the Biſhop and his 
Clergy, with the Magiſtcacy, came to invite his Royal Highneſs to the 
Epiſcopal Palace, where he and the reſt of the Chief Generals were 
ſplendidly entertain d at the Prelate s Coſt. The Biſhop of Grace was 
Hkewiſe preſent 5 who with that of Frejus,  Humbly beſought bis Royal 
Highneſs to give them leave to retire to Aix, 3 be ſacred Habit they were 
inveſted with, oblig'd them in 4 more particular manner to an exact Obedience 
40 their Prince.

hot, as to render our March almoſt impracticable, we continu'd ic all 
this Day. Here our advanc'd Guards gave us notice, that the Enemy's 

Froops which retir'd from the Var, were got to Thoulon ; and that the 
Marſhal de Teſſe was drawing a Body together in the Country; on our 


Right ; and that the Marſhal had under him, Monſ. 3tzors, Count 4 
Aubeterre, Monſ. Dillon, and Monſ. Guebriant; all Perſons of great Expe- 
rience and Reputation: That General Medavi was near at hand for 


his Aſſiſtance, with another Body of Regular Forces; and that the 
Damp, between the City of Thonlon, and the inacceſſible Mountain of 
Ft. Anne, in which Camp were 26 Battalions, was fortified by two thou- 
ſand Pioneers, kept at work Night and Day for that Purpoſe. This In- 
formation was back d by the Arrival of a Spy, tliat had found means to 
get out of Tboulon, that 32 Batteries were raisd for its Defence on the 


Land- ſide, on which were 782 Cannons, and 76 Mortars: That it had 
been judg'd proper to withdraw the Gallies which were in the Mo 


of the Harbour, and place in their room arm'd Shalops, wfich-wontd 
be more ſerviceable than the Galleys could” be, againſt Bomb Veffels.; 
and that there were in the Place, beſides the Garriſon of Regular Land- 


Troops, 4 Battalions of Marines, and Guards de Marine, and four hun- 
dred Sea- Officers at the Head of ſmall Crews of Seamen: That all un- 
neceſſary Months were order'd to be ſent out of the Place; and that 


Directions were given, to ſink the Men ef War and other-Veſfels'in the 
Harbour, rather than let them fall into the Enes Hands, However,

theſe Advices no ways difcourag d the Proſecution of his Royal Vigh- 
neſs's Deſigns; and the Palatine Horſe that join'd at Noon, were or- 
der'd to ſtop at Luc, and wait there for the coming of the Artillery, - 
The 234, after 2 hard March in the Night, the Army encampa-at 
Pignano, and two Parties of twelve hundred each, were ſent toward 
Cuers and Pignol, under the Command of two Colonels, Pfefferkory and 
Sibbolſdorff ; who brought back Intelligence that the Army was retird 
from thence, and that theMarſhal de Teſſe was encamp'd amongſt the Hills 
The 24th his Royal Highneſs receiv'd News of freſh Diſorders com- 
mitted by the Foreign Troops under his Command, which were grown 
fo very inſolent, that they oi the'Peatants to the Hills; and there 
having taken Arms, they cut off whatever Straglers they met in their Way; 
which occaſion d another Council of War, wherein, after a Proclama- 
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tion was iſſued out for the better Government of the Army; and publick 
Notice was given, that whatſoever Officer or Soldier ſhould plunder, or 
any ways diſturb. the Provencals in the Exerciſe of their ſeveral Voca- 
tions, the Puniſhment ſhoutd be Immediate Death ; and his Royal 
Highneſs apply d to the ſeveral Courts of his Allies, by his Miniſters 
there, that the Auxiliary German Troops in the Duke their Maſter's 
Army, might be put without Reſtriction under his own immediate 
Command: Which Application was too late; for tho Count Maſſey = 
acquainted the Court of Berlin, That Her Britannick Majeſty, and the 
States General had given the emire Command of their Fleets and Armies in 
thoſe Parts to his Royal Highneſs, his Maſter ; and repreſented to the King of 
Pruſſia, that it was highly neceſſary in this Great Conjuncture, that His Maje- 
s Troops ſhould receive the ſame Orders ; and his Pruflian Majeſty there- 
upon had commanded the Prince of Anhalt Deſſau to obey the Duke: of Savoy's 
Orders upon all Occaſions, without farther Inſtructions: Yet the Courier fron 
Berlin came ſo late, that he met the Duke upon the Road, in his return 
to his own Country, with his Majeſty's Diſpatches. However, Care 
was taken to ſuppreſs theſe Inſolencies, as much as poſſible: And the 
_ Pruſſian General caus d 20 of his Men, among whom were 6 Subalterns, 
to be immediately. ſhot to Death at the Head of the Army; which had 
little Effect on the Inhabitants of the Country; for they were driven to 
Deſpair, and reſolute to make Repriſals on all that ſhould: fall into their 
Hands, Here we reſted a whole Day, and were join'd by the Palatine and 
 Heiſjan Horſe, the Train of Artillery being but a few Hours behind. Two. 
Parties were fent out for Intelligence; Who returning, gave their Re- 
port, That they had met no Enemy, but had been inform dithey were 
got to Thoulon, bl In the Night we'march'd Again wan icy 5 AF: 
And the 25th at Noon came wich the Foot to Cuers, and the Horſe to 
Soulicres, Count Brauner was detach'd from the latter with 200 Horſe, 
and 100 Huſſars, towards Thoulon; and near la Valette fell upon a Parti 
of che Enemy, conſiſting of 150 Regular Soldiers, and 300 ArmidiPea- 
ſants; of whom he kill'd ſeveral, and purſued the reſt to the very Walls 
ol the Town ; but the Enemy came out fo faſt upon him, that they 
made him retire, tho without any other Damage; than 3 Men kilfhd, and 
2. wounded. That Day we had ſeveral Accounts, that a great Number 
of the Enemy's Troops were got into Thoulon 3 that a Detachment; of 
ive or fix Hundted Men of the Garriſon! of Antibes, had beaten our 
Guards of 150 Sawoyards, who made a ſtout Reſiſtance on the Bridges of 
the Var, and ruin d them. That the Fortifications of the City, Were 
finiſh'd, as alſo the Covert- Way, with its Places of Arms, its Saliant An- 
gles, the Glacis, and the Caponieres, and that the Marquis da Sebeille 
Commander of a Squadron, was kill'd by a Fall from a Rock, where he 
was giving Directions for making a Battery. Hereupon, Orders were 
ſent to rebuild the aforeſaid Bridges and Reinforcements, to gumd them 
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ix d in a Convent of'Capuchins, but the Troops encamp'd a little for- 
Warder, within Mile and a half of Thoulon,, And becauſe ſeveral Parties

In the Evening, we ſaw they drew ſome Cannon up the laſt men- 
tion d Eminence or Hill. The 30th aforeſaid, 3500 Men march d out 
of our Camp, and advancing through a Defile, where only two of 


them could March abreaſt, before Day break attack d the Enemy, and 


were ſeconded by 3500 more, lo that the French were ſoon driven from 
their Poſt on the Hill, and one of their principal Officers was feen 
to fall. Our Men advanc'd immediately from thence to another Poſt 
on the Hill of S:, Catherine, on the top of which the Enemy had in- 
trench'd themſelves, fortified a Houſe, and made a Battery of four 


Pieces of Cannon, upon which they made a great Fire upon our Troops 


The Attack ſucceeded beyoad Expectation; for a Grenado falling a-

The 1½ of Auguſt ſeveral Deſerters came over to us, who reported, 
that the French King, by a publick Edict, had exempted the Proven- 


eali from Taxes for 7 Yeats, in order to keep them firm in their Obe- 


dience, and that they had Proviſion and Ammunition in the Town for 
four Months. They likewiſe added, that the Miſunderſtandings con- 
tinued between the French Officers, and that the young Count de Theſe, 
and Monſieur de Gzerchois, had been poſted by the Mareſhal Je Theſe, with 
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4 Battalions, and as many Pieces of Cannon on Mount St. Catherine, 
with Orders to retire into the Town, if the Enemy attack d them on 
the Left, and endeavour d to cut off their Retreat. That accordingly 
being attack d in the Front, they made a vigorous Reſiſtance, but ſeeing 
our Troops wheel to the Left, the Count de Tbeſſe told Monſieur Guer- 
chois his Father's Order, which the latter not yielding to, and affirm- 
ing that the Poſt might be maintain'd four Days longer ; the Count 
ſhew'd him his Father's Orders, which the other was forc'd to comply 
with. Monſieur Guerchois being met by Monſieur Guebriant in his Re- 
treat, and ask'd in a reproachful manner, why he had quitted his Poſt, 
return'd fo diſobliging an Anſwer, that the other order d him to be put 
under Arreſt.

The 24 we had Advice, that two of the Enemies Veſſels had taken 
two of our Barks, which . were ſeparated from the Confederate Fleet, 
on Board of which were Phyſicians, Surgeons, and Bakers ; and we em- 
ploy'd our ſelves in turning the Courſe of the Water, which ſerv'd the 
Corn Mills of Thoulon. The ſame Day our Poſts were reliev'd, and re- 
inforced, and the working on the Line and Batteries was continued; 
and we had Advice that 6 of the Enemies Battalions'detach'd from Bra- 
bant, came by Lyons the 15th of the laſt Month, that the Reinforcement 
from Marſhal Villars were in a full March, and that the Duke of Berwick 
was expected in Provence, from the Frontiers of Catalonia.

The 7th our Batteries were entirely perfected, and we began to fire 
upon a Man of War in the Harbour, which annoyed us very much, and 
againſt a Fort on the Sea- ſide. The 8th we join d our Works to cover 
our Batteries, and Orders were given to augment them on the Right. 
Colonel Pfefferkorn, who was retired to the Camp, was ordered out with 
200 Horſe to get Forage in the Mountains which was very ſcarce, and 
had ſeveral Skirmiſhes with Detachments of the Enemy and the Boors, 
who killed 23 of his Men. However, he brought in with him a great 
Quantity of Forage, and Colonel St. Amour with 400 Foot, and 200 
Horſe, was ſent to exhort the Country People to lay down their Arms, 
and return to their own Homes. The Enemy made a great Fire from 
their Batteries, and as the Duke of Savoy was returning on the 8th from 
viewing the Batteries and Approaches, the Marquis de Sales, firſt Mafter 
of the Horſe to his Royal Highneſs, was killd by a Cannon Ball very 
near him. The ſame Day Order was given to erect two new Batteries 
of 20 Pieces of heavy Cannon each, Fat this proved -a very toilſome 
Work, becauſe we could find no Earth to cover the en. 
The 2th, 120 Gunners from the Engliſh Fleet, and 40 from the Dutch, 
came aſhore to attend the Batteries, which were carried on with all 
poſſible Expedition. The ſame Day the French made a Sally, but our 
Troops being on their Guard, they retir'd. with the Loſs of 130 
Men. IS n 3 
The roth, we ſaw the Enemy bringing another Man of War as near 
the Shore as they could, to batter our Camp, and they made that Day a 
prodigious Fire. Deſerters that came in that Day told us, that the French 
were reinforced the 7th, with 6 Battalions from the Netherlands, and 
that Dav by 15 others; fo that the Enemy had 'in their Intrenchments, 
or at Aubagne, 60 Battalions, beſides 6 others towards Brignoles, under the 
Command of Monſieur. Medavi; and we had Advice, that the latter was 
to march with a ſtrong Detachment of Horſe and Foot towards Grace, 
to poſſeſs the Defiles, in order to cut off our Retreat. Upon this Ad- 
vice, General Feltz, was detach d the 1Ith with 1200 Horſe towards 
Brignoles, to obſerye the Motions of the Enemy, and to cover our Fora- 
gers, who had ſeveral unlucky Skirmiſhes with the Boors, and other 
French Parties. . 1182 > ohm vena od 13207 ods ni 8 ey 
The 12th, Orders were given to ere& new Batteries nearer the Town, 
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the former being too far to make a Breach, and 90 Pieces of Cannon 
were landed from the Fleet, to be plac d on the ſaid Batteries. 
The 1 zth, the Confederate Fleet came to an Anchor in the Road, and 
a Squadron under Rear-Admiral Dzlks,: fore d the Enemy to abandon a. 
Battery of 10 Guns, which they nail'd, and our Men ſeeing they were 
uſeleſs, flung them into the Sea. The fame Day the French brought two 
other Ships within the Bay, and fir'd upon our Works with 5 150

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Pieces of Ordnance. They batter'd our Lines from another Battery of 
40 Pieces, and were buſied in erecting another upon a Hill. Deſerters 
reported that the Marſhal Theſe came into the Intrenchments the 1th, 
and aſſur d the Generals that he ſhould ſhortly be joined by 40 Battalions 
and 55 5 rag 1-90 WE 5 
The 14th ſome Ships from the Fleet approach d nearer to the Road, 
to ſhut up the City cloſer, and we began to batter Fort St. Louis with 
extraordinary Succeſs. At the ſame time we had Intelligence, that the 
Enemy had form'd ſome Deſign on our Poſts, by a Spy that had been 
in their Camp, whereupon (beſides four Battalions, who ſome Days 
before were poſted on our Right) 3 Battalions of Pruſſians were placed 
on our Left, with expreſs Order to be watchful, and to act as they 
ſhould find Occaſion. We nad an Account likewiſe that the brave 
Colonel Pfefferkoorn, who was ſent out for Intelligence with two Offi» 
cers and ſix Huſſars, had fallen into an Ambuſh of the Enemy, and was 
ſeen to fall off from his Horſe, but 'twas not known whether he was 
killed or taken Priſoner. The Night between the 14th and 15th the 
Enemy were very quiet ; but at break of Day the 15th, ſome Colours 
were perceiv'd, which were ſuppos'd to be Signals made for ſome En- 
terprize, by the Prince of Saxe- Gotha, who immediately ſent his Adju- 
tants (it being his Turn to command that Day in the Works, as Lieu- 
tenant General of the Emperour, the Queen of Great Britain, and the 
States General) to his Royal Highneſs for Reinforcements, ſince the 
Enemy were going to attack him, and diſpos'd his Men into good Or- 
der, and encouragd them to acquit themſelves worthily. It was ha 
an Hour before any thing more appear'd ; but then on a ſudden and un- 
expectedly, the Enemies came from the Hills with moſt of their Forces, 
conſiſting of all the Grenadiers, with one half of their Army, in three 
ſeveral Bodies, which broke in upon the Troops under his Highneſſes 
Command, by 3 ſeveral ways, under the. Marſhal de Theſſe, and the Lieu- 
tenant-Generals, Dillon and Guebriant. The Nature of the Ground ha- 
ving not permitted us to make any Redoubts to cover our Works, as it 
was intended, the chief Aſſault was given to our Poſts on the Right, 
which we judg'd could not poſſibly be maintain d, becauſe our Ad- 
vanc'd Guards on the Hill (who were to have given us Notice of the 
Enemies Approach) had been ſurpriz'd, and our Poſts were not only 
attackd in Front, but in Flank and Rear. The Enemies were at firſt 
receiv'd very bravely, but our Men being over-power'd by Numbers, 
fell into ſome Diſorder. The Prince of Saxe-Gorhs put them into Or- 
der again, and animated them by his Preſence and his Words, led them 
on to the Enemy, whoſe Number increaſing continually, our Troops, 
who could not be ſupported, were broken a fecond time. The Prince 
finding his Efforts to rally them once more did not avail, turn d to 30. 
Men, moſt Officers that ſtuck to him, and ſaid, Friends, ti: more b 
nourable to periſh here, thau have it ſaid, the Prince of Saxe- Gotha was hegt. 
en out of his Works. Preſently after his Highneſs receiving a Shot under 
the Left Eye through his Head, and _— in his Pody, drop'd dead 
| : 2 on 
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on the Ground. Moſt that kept with him fell likewiſe on the Spot, but 
Colonel Weidman of the Saxe. Gothans was taken, and Colonel Praſſigardi 
of the Predmontois, Yet notwithſtanding the unfortunate and lamented 
Death of his Incomparable Prince, a Caſine, and a ſmall. Fort at the 
bottom of the Hill of St. Catharine, where the Heſſian Colonel Sibelſdorf 
commanded, made a long and noble Defence, and fome Troops were 
detach'd from the Camp to ſupport him; but it being pretty far thither, 
the Enemy, by their great Numbers, forc'd our Poſts before thoſe 
Troops could come up. The Attack on the Left was as vigorous, as 
that on the Right, but was not made with ſo great a Number of Men, 
nor had the like Succeſs, for the Enemy was fo well receiv'd by the 3 
Battalions of. Pruſſians poſted there, that they were repuls'd with great 
Loſs. The Hereditary Prince of Heſſe Caſſel, not a little contributed to 
the Defence of our Poſts on that Wing, his Highneſs cauſing 2 Regi- 
ments of his Dragoons to diſmount, 'and with all Expedition, advan- 
cing with them. in Perſon: The Enemy having, as is ſaid, made them- 
felves Maſters of our Intrenchments on the Right, furrounded Colonel 
Pfeffer korns Detachment in the Hills; but a Palatine Officer, who took 
upon him the Command: of that Detachment, after the Death of the 
faid Colonel (of which we had certain Advice) found a'way by which 
to retire ; yet when he was got up the Hill was attackd in his Rear, 
but loſt only a few Men; for Count Hzrach, with ſix Battalions and ſome 
Horſe, came in to his Aſſiſtance, and brought him off. The Enemy 
caus'd at the ſame time ſome Troops to climb the Hill of. Farr, to attack 
our Right Wing on that ſide, but ſeeing ſome Battalions. in Motion a- 
gainſt them, they retired, and having ſet our Works on Fire (in the 
making of which, we had been forc'd to uſe much Wood, for want of 
Earth) and nail'd 4 Iron Cannon, and 2 little ones of Brafs, they 
abandon d the Poſts they had retaken, being not able to keep them. 
During this Action, the Enemy made fuch a terrible Fire from the 
Town and Men of War, and threw fo many Bombs, that the Generals 
ſay they never ſaw the like. We had about 600 Men kill'd and wound- 
| ed, and amongſt them ſeveral Officers; the Loſs of the Enemy could not 
be leſs than ours. Prince Eugene was in great Danger of his Life, for a 
Bomb falling by him, and burſting at the ſame time, cover d him with 
Stones; but thanks be to God, he was not wound ed. His Nephew, 
Prince Maurice, who was by him, had his Horſe wounded ; but no 
General Officer was kill'd or wounded in this Action, but the brave 
Prince of Saxe-Gotha, whoſe Bowels were buried in the Place where he 
fell ſo gloriouſly, and whoſe Carcafs was embalm'd'and ſent Aboard to 


be carried to Genoa, and from thence to Germany, to be intomb'd with. 
his Illuſtrious Anceſtors. 5 . ; _ 
The Duke of Savoy and Prince Ewpene, ſeeing the Impoſſibility to. 
Beſiege Fboulon, did not think fit to repoſſeſs the Poſt of St. Catharine, 
becauſe the Enemy might have eaſily retaken it, but continued the At- 
rack of the Forts, and that of St. Murgarets ſurrender d the roth at Night. 
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The Garriſon conſiſting: of 120, befides 16 Officers were made Priſo- 

ners of War, and we found therein 8 Iron Guns, and 9 Braſs Demy-

Colonel Pfefferkorn, and Quarter-Maſter-General Nicboletti, were 


ſent out on the Right with a Detachment of Horſe, to ſee how many 


| Men were neceſlary to ſecure a certain Poſt, and cover our Army on 
that Wing, and alſo to ger Intelligence, whether the City could be ap- 
proach'd on the other ſide; and the 20 heavy Cannon landed from the 
Fleet by Sir Claudeſy Shovel, were order d to be plac'd on the Hill we 
had taken, with all Expedition, and the Workmen that were appoint- 
ed to level the Ways, and make them even, wrought hard, that the 
Artillery might. be drawn thither, and Batteries raisd ; but they met 
with great Difficulties, by:reaſon the Ground was fo Stony, they could 
not uts there Shores. C 
The ſame Day Prince Eugene himſelf march d with 4 Companies of 
Grenadiers to join Colonel Pfefferkorn, who kept Abroad with the ſame 
Number to obſerve the Enemy ; and his Royal Highneſs had Letters 
from General Viſconti in Savoy, than the French had ſent all the Troops 
they had there into Provence. The Enemy ſeeing the Men that were 
coming under the Command of Prince Eugene on our Right, appear'd 
in ſeveral Diviſions on the Hills, and poſted Troops in the Vale, where 
they entrench d themſelves. We drew a Line on the Hill we had ta- 
ken, to the Left, and work d hard. upon the Batteries, which took us 
up a longer time; becauſe we were forc'd to fetch the Earth from a. 
great Dtangs: Towards the Sea-ſide 2 Batteries were likewiſe begun,

The 16th, 2 Engliſb Men of War and 1 Dutch, were commanded te 
batter Fort Louis, but the Wind was ſo violent, and the Sea ran ſo very 
high, that only one of the Engliſh Ships came near enough to Fire, 
which they did, without any great Succeſs. The Ene my made a great 
Diſcharge of their Artillery upon that Ship, whereby her Sprizzen- Maſt 
was brought by the Board, ſeveral Men were Killed and Wounded, and 
ſhe was fore d to be Tow'd off, or ſhe had been mightily expoſed to the 
Fire of the ſaid: Fort. The ſame Day his Royal Highneſs ſent his De- 
| fires to the Admiral of the Fleet, to enter the Harbour, if poſſible 
which were complyed with fo far, that the Enemy ſc eing their Deſign, 
began to caſt up ſome Works on the fide of the Peniaſula, and poſted” 
there 3 choſen Battalions. In the Night time we began to bombard the 
City from our Land Batteries, and ſet it on Fire in ſeveral Places. The 
Day before the Wind was ſo violent, that the Ship, on Board of which 
Sir George Bing had hoiſted his Flag, loft her Anchors, and fel foul on 
a Dutch Man of War, which receiv'd thereby ſome Damage; and his 
Royal Highneſs having called a Council, wherein the Sea Officers. af- 


 Glied; was pleas d to ſay, That having receivd certain Advice, that t

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French bad 60 Battalions in Thoulon, and in the Entrenchments, beſides the 
Cavalry, which was very numerous, and ſeveral Battalions Te at Touris, 
7 Miles from thence, under Count Medavi, that they expected a farther Rein- 
forcement in 4 or 5 Days, and that all thoſe Troops were to join and attack aur 
Army, which was very much Inferiour, wherefore he "judged it impracticable to 
carry on our Enter prixe, as it had been concerted. He was pleaſed to add 
farther, That this Diſappointment ſhould not in the leaſt abate his Zeal for the 
Confederate Intereſt, but rather puſh him forward to the Proſecution of Deſigns, as 
hazardous and glorious, as this was. In the mean time, He could not but men « 
tion with Regret, the Diſorders that bad been committed by the Pruflians and 
other German Troops, but hop'd their Reſpective Officers had, in purſuance of 
his Repreſentations, by that time ſo ſettled the Command, as to prevent Acci- 
dents of the like Nature for the Future. After this he apply d himſelf to the 
Admiral and the reſt. of the Sea Officers, and told them; Me ſhould al.

The ſame Day, a pretty wide Breach was made in Fort 
St. Louis, and the Enemy wrought upon a Battery on their laſt Tower, 
to binder the Approach of our Fleet. At the ſame time, our Bombs ha 

ſieet Fire to ſeveral Houſes in the City. Count Baver beat a Party of the 
Enemy from a Port call d /z Vall, and Colonel St. Amour brought in a

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whereupon a Courier was diſpatch'd back to the ſaid Baron, with Or⸗

The 18th a View was taken, to ſee whether the Breach in Fort Laus 
was large enough for a Storm; and it being found practicable, and 
Diſpoſitions made for an Aſſault, Baron Rhebinder, Field-Marſhak 
General, caus d the Grenadiers that were commanded out for that Ser- 
vice, to advance on the 19th ; but the Enemy abandon'd the Port in 
Diſorder, and with Monſ.

The Duke of Savoy, with whom the Britiſh Envoy, and my 
ſelf, decamp'd from the reſt of the Army on the 34, took his 
way through the Mountains of Feneſtre; and from thence, thro 
the Valley of St. Martin, by which Rout, his Troops were Or- 
dered to march after him. We reach d Turin by the 9th, from whence, 
after a ſhort ſtay of 24 Hours, during which time, he held an 
Extraordinary Council, in Order to concert farther Projects 
for the reſt of the Campaign, and being promis d all Neceſſary 
Supplies from his Subjects; his Capital having refolv'd to ad- 
vance 5000v0 Crowns, by way of Loan.
